That our readers may have some idea 
of the leading features of the Constiiu 
tion of the new Stale, we give the follow 
ing oulliues, copied from the Indiana 
Uef^ister. 


'1 be scat of government is fixed at 
Curydon for 9 years. 


I be constitution not subject to amend­ 
ment until after twelve years, iu any one 
of its provisions ; and never, in the one, 
excluding involuntary slavery. 


The executive part of the government 
is to be composed of a governor, with a 
«alary of one thousand oollars per an­ 
num, to be elected by the people for 
three years, and mijy be re-elected once 
— a lieutenant, who is elected in like 
manner, for a like term , and is to re­ 
ceive two dollars per diem during the 
session of the legislature. 


T h e legislative part, a house of re­ 
presentatives and senate— tbe latter e* 
lected every three years ; tbe former an­ 
nually. Any person is eligible for the se­ 
nate,being twenty-five years old—for (he 
lower-house twenty-one years, holding 
when elected no office of profit.

are to m eet annually on the first Monday 
in December, except the first session 
which will be in November next.

plunging,like her, into an ocean of debt. 


Al the time of the Kcvcdution in Hri- 
lain (1618) the capital ofilie British debt 
was only six hundrt*tl and sixty-four 
thousand two hundred and sixty-thrce 
pounds sterling. That debt was funded 
iu 


King William reigned thirteen years ; 
that is, from 1688 to 17 0 1 .— He being a 
mighty warrior, ihc Knglish got a deal 
of glory during his reign ; but increased 
Ihejr debt, lo more lhan fifteen millions 
and a half. 


Queen Anne, the succcssor of W il­ 
liam, reigned also ihirieen years— Her 
great Marlborough, by his chivalrous 
deeds upon the continent, exalted the 
military fame of England; at the ex- 
pcnce, however, of ihe public debt, to 
the full amount of ihirty-soven millions 
seven hundred and fortyihousandpounds. 


At the accession of George L in i714, 
the debt amounted to some more than 
ni'ty four millions sterling. 
A debt of 
lhat magnitude was found to be a very 
convenient engine in the hands of go­ 
vernment ; and, so it began at that time 
lo be employed. 
W alpole, the prime 
minister, chiefly, if not altogether by 
means of the public debt and taxes, or­ 
ganized and carricd into operation a 
deep'laid «ysteni of corruption which 
has pervaded the government from Ihut 
day to tlie present. 
As some biidges 
are the most streHgthuned \he greater 
is the wciglit tliat is put on them ; so 
it is found out that the governments ut 
a free cast may be made stronger ('hat 
is, despotic) by means of a great public 
debt and enormous public taxes. 
If Sir 
Uobert W slpole hud the 
merit of 
being the fi'sl inventor, there have 
been others since 
as well Ameri­ 
can* 
as Englishmen, 
who have im- 
puvcd upon his invention very ingeni- 
oiihly.
